for the lesser value of the two, and enn's response was that to me tuese would 
be some fantastic price, like §500 or §1500. The cost wss not only a blow to me, 
to think so much had happened to this wonderful man, but we were denied certain 
technical services thet were available to that young mm for the summer only. Owing 

murx me $150, Penn cuts me of his mailing list and tells people be did it because 
I didn't pay the subscription, knowing I have and have hsd no income, he can still 
travel the world. That such things could happen to one like Ienn is deeply troubling 
for his is a noble soul. I mourn e very sick friend. Bach of toe frequent times I 
am pressed with a need for money end wonder where I msy get it, this grief returns 
as I think of him.
